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SOME INTIMATE VIEWS OF
CONGRESSMEN DOING CHORES

Stranded Americans in Europe Taxed Resources of Members—Uncle Sam
a Slow Paymaster—Real Estate Lobby Active in Washington,

By E. W. TOWNSEND

" OING chores,” Is what experinced mem-

D bors of Congress call It; “transacting bus-
inces with the executive dapartments,” new
members ecall 1t, moroe accurately, perhaps, but
more pompously, To many members it is thelr
most interesting work In Washington, eape-
cinlly to those who enjoy making acqualntince
with the wonderfully varled activities of gov-
ernment in Ita relations with the Individual
cltizana,

Maost of the chores fall to the lot of members
from lInrge cities, more especinlly to thossa from
geaporis, because from them arise questions re-
lating (o the tariff, immigration, naturnllzation,
passports, Government supply and contract
work, with which inland members are not so
much concerned., But the latter, naturally, are
called vpon to do chores relating to the work
of the Buresids of Solls, of Animal Industry,
Foraat Service, Publie Lands and Rural Free
Dollveries, Nons sscapes; to some |t Iy o pro-
digious hore, to others a welcome Inalght into
the unsuspected functlons of government.

War Brought Big Tasks

New phases of this work arise to surprise
members, and of this class none created more
gonfusion for & time than the abrupt demand,
which started at the beginning of thea European
war, for the location of and ald for thousands
of Americans stranded in the war sonea,

BEvery one read In July and Auguat of million-
alres stranded becsuse thelr unlimited letters
of credit becama worthless, The Importance of
the persons congerned gave great newspaper
space to such storles, but lttle was printed
about the thousands whose funds, lettera of
credit and home bank necounts were axhausted,
They were the ones whose plight required the
two appropriations amounting to $3.350,000 By
Congresa.

What membern of Congreas and oMclals of the
Btate Departmant discoversd, to thair dlamay,
was that thousands, lltorally dosens of thou-
aands, of Americans make a tour abroad with
pracisely enough funds or credit, whieh, ex-
pended on & carefully prepared plan of dally
dlsbursement, would lsave them with strest car
fare and nothing more upen thelr return to
Americn. A few duys’ Interruption In this Itin-
erary and—they were broke, pennilleas! Thay
had so much for esch day, not margin for a
weal's lay-off,

Then It was that membars of Congress began
recelving letters calling upon them to do a new
line of chores “Oet my father," or mother or
slater, brother, son, daughter, 4a the case might
be, "back from Europe!" Bome of thess appeals
were socpmpanied by checks or offers of checks
to provide sxpanses, but many were not One
member recelved s leiter In which tha writer
demandsd ald from all the machinery of the
Governmant (o Insure the spesdy return of his
parents, “and I'll share esxpanses with you"
the writer u!uullx added,

a eatisfugtory letter,
demands os his salary which would deprive hilm
of the pleasure of porsonally chipping is for
paps and mamma's relurn pusssge money,
Ancther latier I saw read Hiks thila;
My slater-in-law and my wife's couvsin and

the party was located and relurned at Uncle
Bam's expense.

Under ordihnry clrcumstances, Uncle Sam Is a
slow paymnater. Many utories are told on that
subject, but In all the years I have heen In
Washington as member, member's secratary and
prean correspondent I have known of but one
Instance In which delay to pay resulted from a
clerical error In a department. A bullding con-
tractor, nccompanied by his lawyer, appesred In
a member's office ona day with a complaint
that the final payment on onm of two Federal
bulldings he was the contractor for had not
been made, He could get no satisfaction out of
his correspondence with the Treasury Depart-
ment, and he wanted a personal Interview for
himself and his lawyer with the proper offielal.

Such a Simple Solution

The “proper oMclal®* wan called upon and he
sald posltively that a final statement required
from the contractor had not besn recelved. The
contractor was positive he had sent it. The
“Jacket' containing the correspondence reiat-
Ing to the contraet was produced. Letter not
there, Lawyer cleared his throat, prepared to
say something, Member mildly suggested that
an the sume man wan contractor for two build-
ings the Jjacket holding correspondence for
t'other bullding be peeked Into, Done: mis-
sing statement found. Contractor got his pay
next day. Bo did the lawyer,

It Is an Interesting fact I've never seen men-
tloned In print that the reason of the abaurd
distances betwesn the publie buildings in Waak-
ington fs that the District has always been
more or leas run by real sstate interests, which
also have protty well dominated Congress in
respect to its District leginintion.

glance at Represantative Ben Johnson, of Kan-
tucky, chalrman of the Committes on the Dis-
triet of Columbla, One must understand th .t
that committes |s the Common Councll or Boa 4
of Aldermen for the Distriat, the District—the
plage commonly called “Washington'—belng
neither a village, town, olty, county, Stals or
Territory, The property owners of the Diatrict
belng required to pay only one-half of the taxes
needed for ita adminfatration, quite naturally
are In a conatant state of rebelllon against
paying any taxes at all

Hen Johnson, of Kentucky, Is the most gra-
clous gentleman you may ever meat, If you do
not have to meat him (n relatlon to District
affaire. He han taken the position, leglslatively,
that Washington {s quite as much benefited by
being tho sent of the Federnl Government as
the Government la benefited by having ita Cap-
itol located In Washington. Therefors, he
axpects the Diatrict to pay some taxes,

This enrages Washingtonlans—being much
Influenced now, as always, by the real estale
Intereats—and the capital presa finds sweet
sulace in balting Johnson.
